New Program 


The new supplemental secu- 
rity income program for people 
65 or over, or blind, or disabled 
is run by the Social Security 
Admistration-"but it's not the 


same as social security,” 
according to Ernest F. 
Fitzpatrick, social security

"Supplemental security in- 
come payments are based on 


financial need,” Fitzpatrick 
said. “Social sécurity benefits 
e based on work and 
irnings." 


The amount of a monthly 
supplemental security income 
payment depends on whether a 
person has other income, 
according to Fitzpatrick. 

“Social security retirement, 
disability, and survivors bene- 
fits are paid to eligible workers 
and their families regardless of 
income other than earnings,” 
he said. 

The amount of a monthly 
social security payment is 
based on the worker's average 
earnings over a period of

Social security is financed by 
contributions from workers, 
employers, and the self. 
employed. Supplemental secu- 
rity -income payments are 
financed by general revenues-- 
not by social security contribu- 
tions. 

“About three out of five 
people getting supplemental 
security income checks also get 
small social security checks.” 
Fitzpatrick said. 

A person 65 or over, or 
blind, or disabled who lives 
alone and has limited resources 
and no other income generally 
gets a Federal supplemental 
security income payment of 
$410 a month, and a couple 
gets $210. “People with other 
income may get reduced 
supplemental security income 
payments,” Fitzpatrick said. 

Starting in July 1974, 
Federal supplemental security 
income payments to eligible 
people with no other income 
can be as high as $146 a month 
for one person and $219 for a 
couple.

drews says, “So our goal is to 
keep the competition honest 
and to see that equity exists in 
the marketplace.” 

In addition to the small scale 
inspectors, there are 10 
medium scale inspectors work- 
ing in two-man teams in five 
territories arcúsd the state, 
and two-mün heavy scale 
inspection: ¿eáms covering 
three territdries into fhich the 
state is divided for this 
purpose. 

“Our medium scale inspectors 
check weighing devices with 
capacities from 400 to 20,000 
pounds,” says Wooten. “The 
heavy scale inspectors check 
les above this group which 
ко as high as 200,000 pounds.” 
Wooten explained that med- 
ium scales include platform 
seales, industrial scales and 
livestock scales; heavy scales 
include all vehicle scales. 
How accurate are scales 
expected to be in order to 


merit the State Inspection 
Seal? 
“We strive for absolute 


accuracy but realize that there 
must be some tolerance,” 
Wooten explains. “In checking 
new scales, scales that have 
been overhauled or which are 
being re-inspected after being 
rejected, a tolerance of 1/10 of 

1 per cent is allowable.” 
What does this mean in terms 
of pounds? 

“Simply stated,” Wooten said, 
"it means that a scale with a 
1.000 pound capacity, for 
example, must be accurate 
within one pound plus or 
minus." 

But this much leeway is not 
given the field weights used by 
the inspectors. These, accord- 
ing to Wooten, must be 
precise. 

The first time the taximeters 
were inspected in one Florida 
city, they all failed. By 
contrast, not a single meter in. 
that same fleet failed to meet 
standards during the most 

inspection, 

"re a service organi- 
explains Division 

Director Andrews. “We main- 
tain regular inspection sche- 
dules but we're also available 
for emergency inspections that 
frequently occur and which, if 
not done right away, can mean 
substantial amounts of money 
to a buyer or a seller. 

“Our inspectors are strictly 
inspectors,” he emphasizes. 
“We don't install or repair 
measuring devices, we simply 
check them for accuracy and 
correctness which means they 
comply in every respect with 
established standards.” 

At the Bureau of Weights and 
Measures, accuracy is the 
name of the game. Metrologist 
Bill Cogburn points with pride 
to one of their scales on which 
he can place a sheet of paper, 
weigh it, remove it, make a 
pencil dot on it, replace it ~ 
and the scale will indicate the 
difference in weight. 

So if you ever come across the 
proverbial gnat's whisker and 
would like it weighed, check 
with the Bureau of Weights 
and Measures. They can 
probably do it for you. 

And. next time you buy 
something that's sold by 
weight, count or measure 
which is the only way anything 
can be sold - pause just a 
moment to think about the W 
& M inspectors who make sure 
you get what you pay for.

"I'd venture to say," Palm

each," she said, "and we'll give 
the kids the challenge next year 
of reading, say, 100 of them 
through the year. 

I think this is one way of 
really turning the kids on," she 
said, "because they won't find it 
too hard to read three or four 


pages and then they do read 100 
books we"! award them a T-shirt 
with tne words, ‘I have read 100 
books' and the name of the 
county on it." 

Mrs. Baldwin said one of the 
reasons she believes the Langu- 
age Arts progrant has been so 
successful the past year is 
because of the tutors chosen to 
teach the children. 5 

Each of Mrs. Baldwin's nine 
tutors are responsible for 
teaching 15 children in groups of 
three. Because each tutor is 
responsible for teaching only 
three students at a time, they're 
able to give individual attention 
mo in boum class- 

"The tutors are persons with a 
high school ‘education who have 
been especially trained by the 
teacher they're responsible to in 
recognizing and overcoming 
difficulties peculiar to migrant 
children. 

"Some of my tutors аге) ог 
have been migrants themselves,” 
Mrs. Baldwin said. “That helps 
ug out a lot because they can 
relate to the kids so well.” 

She-said the training program 


for her tutors is an unending one, 

lasting year-round and several of 
her assistants even take material 
home with them to use to teach 
their own and neighbors’ 
children. 

“This is one of the beauties of 
the program," she said. "The 
education 't confined to the 
children in it, although they're 
our main consideration. It 
spreads through and affects the 
whole community." 

Апа И the problems of 
teaching migrant children some- 
times seem insurmountable, the 
rewards are also large. 

“Teaching the average 5-year 
old to write his дате not be 
a big thing." she said, "but wheri 
you work and work, and one day, 
a child with a real learning 
problem, whatever it is, writes his

` she said, “I> felt as 
оар it’s been more rewarding 
to the tutors towards the last of 
the year too. It takes time, and 
earlier in the year, it was hard to 
see progress but now the tutors 
can see how far the kids have 
come.” 

But while Mrs. Baldwin said 
there is a reward in just i 
she and the tutors have helped 
educate a child, the children offer 
rewards in still another way. 

"Many of thes kids have gone 
so long with so little being done 
for them," she said, “they get to 
the point they don't think anyone 
cares about them, 

"Then when you do the 
littlest thing for the, it's like 
you've done something really 
great...and.they show it.”

Recreation Plan Adopted 


The Belle Glade’ City 
Commission agreed Mpnday 
night to spend $3,500 this 
summer for recreation in the 
city and also agreed to at least 
creet two floodlights in the 
Lake Shore Park. or 

In adopting the plam, the 
commissioners shaved $1,000, 
one park and one month off the. 
"proposed. summer recreatióu 
le se br 

City Recreation Directo; 
Johnny Rutledge proposed the 
commission should fund super- 
visors and equipment for 
programs at Lyons Park, Hand 
Park and Lake Shore Park. 


Rutledge recommended the 
city plan on a four month 
summer program with two 
paid supervisors at each park, 

The commission, after’, did. 
cussing cutting the 197% 
recreation budget to $2,504, 
approved two parks tó be 
operated for three months: 

‘The commissioners indicated 
the parks will probable be 
Hands Park and Lake Shore 
Park since that is where the 
most need is. 

Rutledge proposed each park 
be set up with two horseshoe 
courts, two badminton courts, 
а croquet area, а ll 
diamond, two volleyball courts, 
a ping pong area, table games 
and a play area for small 
children. 

He recommended each park 


plan 


be^staffed with two supervi- 
sors on а seven-hour per day 
basis, five days a week, 
opening at 9 a.m. and closing at 
4 p.m. 

Rutledge said he has talked 
lo Willie J. Haulstead, 
directors of the Glades staff of 
the Palm Beach County 
Community Action Counell and 
Haulstead said free lunches 
would be made available to the 
children at the parks. 

While the commission was 
discussing the playgrounds, 
Elmore Williams of 524 S.W. 
Tth. St. asked them to light the 
Lake Shore park. 

“You don't realize what 
happens in that park at night,” 
Williams said. “You can get 
knocked in the head if you go 
through there after dark and 
the kids are down there using 
dope and any dang thing. 

“You promised me park

Middle Age Disability 


The statistical figures prove conclusively that those 
all-important middle years, the chances of being disabled 
are greater than those of dying. Not a pleasant 
thought-but a reality. 

At age 32, the chance of disability is 6 1/2 times 
greater; at age 42, it's 4 times greater; at age 52, it's 2
